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Flag Presentation in Pendleton County 

Falmoitth, Ky., May 18, 1861. 
The Falmouth Union Home Guards met 
to-day for the election ol* oflicers, having 
previously met and adopted a constitution, 
embodying the sentiment that we owe para- 
mount allegiance to the Constitution of the 
United States, and the supreme laws of the 
land made in accordance therewith, and 
also duties to the State of Kentucky; and 
pledging ourselves to the mutual protection 
of ourselves, our country, and properly, and 
the supremacy of the laws; also requiring 
each member to take the oath prescribed by 
the Constitution of the United Sta(es and 
(hat of Kentucky as a member of the Fed- 
eral Union as a test of membership in the 
company. 

About one hundred members having en- 
rolled their names, and taken the oath of al- 
legiance, and having listened to patriotic and 
eloquent speeches by S. T. Hauscr, Esq., 
and Hon. S. F. Swope, on motion, the com- 
pany proceeded to the election of officers, 
with the following result: 

Captain, W. A. Warner; First Lieutenant, 
W. R. Fisk; Second Lieutenant, B. F. Rob- 
bins; Third Lieutenant, John Delaney. 

The company being informed that the la- 
dies of Falmouth were awaiting its pleasure 
to present it with a stand of colors, the com- 
pany was formed in the court house yard, 
supported by Capt, Mullen's company of 
State Guards, the Pendleton Grays, when it 
was presented with an elegant and hand- 
some United States flag as ever Moated over 
a company. 

Miss Xora Robbins presented the colors in 
behalf of the ladies, in a feeling and elo- 
quent style, as follows: 

"Gentlemen of the Union Homf.Gfards — 
In behalf of the ladies of Falmouth, I pre- 
sent to you this elegant and beautiful flag. 

"It has always been emblematical of our 
national greatness Its stars are typical of 



the thirty-four States that once formed oiiv 
great, free and prosperous LTnion. Little did 
, wc anticipate six months ago that our politi- 
cal sky would now be overcast with the dark 
J clouds of disunion and of civil war, and that 
: this time-honored insignia of our national 
I freedom and greatness would be (rampcled 
in (he dus(, and insulted in any portion of 
I our free and happy country. Little did we 
an(icipa(c (hat an insane effort would be 
made by any part of our beloved country to 
substitu(e another flag with but seven stars, 
as a badge of revolution, treating the stars 
and stripes as the banner of a foreign gov- 
ernment. But such is the sad reality which 
we are called upon to witness, and the re- 
flection would not be so gloomy did we not 
witness in our beloved and chivalrous State, 
which has always been loyal to the Union, 
a concerted design on the part of many, to 
trail the flag of the Union in the dust, and 
lo rear in its place the flag of a Southern 
Confederacy. I( is (his linforfunate tendency 
which has led to your present organization. 
You feel it to be your duty, in this hour of 
peril and threatened ruin, to take a bold stand 
lor your common country, and for the wel- 
fare of your beloved Kentucky. May you 
never falter until all enemies are subdued 
from whatever quarter they may come!

It is impossible for me to find 
words adequate to express my feelings, or the 
feelings of those for whom I act. You must 
look more lo our actions than to our words 
for a full expression of the emotions of our 
hearts. Well have you said that a few 
short months ago we could not have antici- 
pated that to-day our beloved and once free 
and prosperous country, would now be dark- 
ened and prostrated by the clouds and hide" 
ous tempest of disunion and civil war ; little 
did we anticipate that this nobel flag, which 
has floated in triumph over so many battle- 
fields, and which has ever commanded the 
respect and admiration of the civilized world, 
would now be trailed in the dust, and instill- 
ed by a portion of (hat country which owes 
its present greatness and influence to the 
very flag it now wantonly insults. Well 
may you, in common with us, feel a profound 
interest in this subject. In no country in 
the world are your rights more fully recog- 
nized and protected, than in the United 
States — by the legislative, judicial, and even- 
social department. This has been the re- 
sult of the high privileges, and the pure lib- 
erty we have enjoyed, and their results a 
high degreeof chivalry and civilized refine- 
ment. 

"You are, therefore, deeply interested as 

well as we, in wha(ever (ends (o destroy this 

liberty and this civilization, and to give us a 

retrograde step into barbarism. We fully 

reciprocate your feelings of attachment to the 

Union, and we will heed your admonitions 

to do our duty, (though it is now in fearful 

danger.) yet we will not yield it up until (he 

last plank of hope is wrested from us. — 

Wherever we are, and by whatever circum- 

s(ances surrounded; whether in the calm 

sunshine of liberty, peace, and prosperity, 

or amid the din and clangor of arms, we 

will ever look back to (his scene, and (o (his 

banner, and, recollecting the source whence 

it eminnted, and there will gush up from the 

depths of our every heart one deep fountain of 

sentiment and patriotism which can have 

vent only through the beautiful language of 

the poet — 

u 'Flag of the free, hearts only home! 
By angel hands to valor given: 
Thy stars have lii this Welkin dome. 
And all thy linos were bom in heaven. 
Forever fleet that staudaid sheel ! 
Where breathes the foe but (alii bclY.ro in, 
With freedoms soil beneath our feet 
And freedom? banner waving o'er us!' "

dies singing in good style the star spangled 
banner, when the two companies formed in- 
to line, and marched through the village.

From the movements already made 
by the seocssiopiats in the ]ircsent Legisla- 
lure, we feel warranted in snying that thai 
party will not support any measure lor arm- 
ing the Stale 1 1 1 a t docs not come up to all 
their views on the suhject. It is plainly evi- 
dent that the mere matter of arming the 
Stale is not all they want. They desire to 
have the control of the arms after they are 
pnrclnised. In this they cannot he gratified. It 
would be far heller fox this, Legislature to 
TOte for an ordinance of secession at once, 
than to put arms in the hands of those who 
are determined to engineer Kentucky out of. 
the Union at all hazards. Such il course 
would be cheaper, and' if is manifest to all 
who have watched the policy of secession, 
that it would not he much less direct to se- 
cession than the plan of putting guns and 
money into the hands of secessionists. 

Since the late overwhelming verdict of 
the people of Kentucky in favor of the 
Union, the conspirators have despaired of 
peaceable secession. They have, (if we 
may credit the report of certain Tennessee 
emissaries who have been here, returned and 
reported,) determined to take Kentucky out 
by force. Such an attempt on their part 
will be the signal for civil war. The Union 
men of Kentucky are composed of sterner 
stutr than are the "eubmiesionists" of Ten- 
nessee and Virginia. The Union party of 
this Legislature will not appropriate a dol- 
lar for arming the State, unless they guard 
such appropriation in such a manner as to 
secure it against the possibility of being 
used against their parly. 

W e believe there is a strong belief anions: 
the L'nion men of Kentucky, and growing 
stronger every day, that the less this Legis- 
lature appropriates for arming the State the 
better. 



, Look at This. — The Federal Court is now 
in leseion. Suppose the Grand Jury should 
indict a citizen of Kentucky for an offense 

against the laws'of the United Slates, and 
the Marshal should attempt to arrest the 
offender but is overpowered by a mob. Now, 
if the Federal Government, through any of 
its departments, should call the military to 
the aid of the civil law, Governor Magoffin 
would resist such a movement with the State 
Guard, since be forhids any movement by 
the United States upon the soil of Kentucky 
for, any purpose whatever, whether that pnr- 
)..,-•■ he peaceable or hostile. This is an- 
other evidence of the intention of the Seces- 
HOBtBtSto produce u conflict with the Fed- 
eral Government, and put Kentucky practi- 
cally out of the Union. 

Let us see if all this be not strictly true. 
If the Federal Government should attempt 
to send its sick, disabled soldiers to the Mil- 
itary Asylum at Ilarrodsburg; if it should 
attempt to send soldiers to the Newport Bar- 
racks; if the Custom-house at Louisville 
should hi- endangered, and the General Gov- 
ern men I should attempt to send the military 
of the United States to protect It, Governor 
V.;i'.'i'lliii is pledged t.> resist all such move- 
ments, though strictly cionstitutional, with 
the Slate Guard. This is necessarily the 
meaning of the proclamation, since be for- 
bids ami movcMtnt upon the soil of Kentucky 
kir any nntrora wiiatevkk. Here, then, is 
a bold effort to precipitate a conflict w ith the 
failed Stales, ami bring war at all costs.

The following letter will be read with in- 
terest, and its sentiments indorsed by every 
loyal Kentuckian. The suggestions in the 
last paragraph are worthy the consideration 
of the Legislature: 

Frankfort, May 10; 1861. 
Major-Gencrul iSfesM Huehner ! 

Dear Sir — 1 have been in a most flattering 
manner elected to the command of a regi- 
ment in the State Guard. 1 have been com- 
missioned as a Colonel, and though I have 
not qualified, I have accepted the position 
With much anxiety, I have watched the 
growth of a manifest distrust of the State 
Guard. This distrust is shown in the con- 
versations which any one may hear on the 
streets; is shown in the newspapers, and 
most important of all, is shown by the Leg- 
islature of Kentucky. Conscious of my 
own entire loyalty to my country and to her 
institutions, ami feeling that my State is en- 
titled to the perfect confidence and obedi- 
ence of all her citizens, because no man has 
a right to question her patriotism, her cour- 
age, or her intelligence, 1 have been willing 
to engage in any service she might require 
of her sons. 

1 look upon the State Guard aa being what 
the very name imports, viz; A guard fur the 
protection of the honor and all the interests 
of Kentucky. 

I look upon the position which Kentucky 
has taken, in these most trying limes. uiili 
pride; and, as far as I can, will gladlynid her 
to maintain it. For 1 think she has shr.wna 
steadfast allegiance to our Federal Govern- 
ment, in rejecting the doctrine of secession. 
I think she has shown a devoted love for all 
her countrymen by refusing to let her sons 
engage in this fratricidal strife. 

When, therefore, I accepted the Colonelcy 
of a regiment in the State Guard, I expected 
to be sustained by the strong arm of Ken- 
tucky. Instead of confidence, suspicion and 
distrust rest upon the State Guard. This 
distrust, unmerited I think, must be removed, 
or the Guard can do no service to the State, 
notwithstanding the ability with which you. 
sir, have labored in its organization and dis- 
cipline. I am unwilling to be the soldier of 
any faction; I am willing. I am anxious to 
be the soldier of Kentucky. 

In my humble judgment the State owes it 
to justice and her own dignity, either to dis- 
band the State Guard, or so to organize it 
that she can bestow upon it her entire confi- 
dence.

Affairs asked to be discharged from the fur- 
ther consideration of a petition from sundry 
citizens of Puduenh. asking for an appropri- 
ation of money lor the purpose of electing a 
fort at that point. This elicited a spirited 
dehfitc between Messrs Whitakcr and l!ous- 
soau, who favored the discharge of the com- 
mittee, and Senator Johnson, who opposed 
it with earnestness and ability. 

The speeches of Senators Whitaker and 
Rousseau were the speeches of the session, 
and as we know it is the desire of many 
members of the Union party that they should 
be published, we refrain from indicating the 
line of policy advocated by them. Should 
they, or either of them, accede to the earn- 
est desire of their friends, our columns will 
be at their disposal. The committee will 
probably be discharged. 



See what our Governor is trying to do. —

Proclamation of the Governor. 

Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other State or States over our mil, 
to make an apprehended attack u|>on the 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me, praying me to issue n proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is thedetermined purpose of I he good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the fixed position of ie] (-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid, 
ami lamentable strife, for the existence of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring borderingStates on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentucky, general- 
ly, from the ravages of a deplorable war. 
And whereas, the arms distributed to the 
"State Guard," composed as it is of gentle- 
men equally conscientious and honest, who 
entertain the opinions of both parlies, are 
not to he used against the Federal GovermtUni 
nor the Confederate States, but to resist ami 
prevent encroachments upon "her soil, her 
rights, her honor, and her sovereignty by 
either of the belligerent parlies, and to pre- 
serve the peace, safety, prosperity, and hap- 
piness and strict neutrality of her people, in 
the hope she may soon have an opportunity 
to become a successful mediator between 
them; and in order to remove the unfounded 
distrust and suspicions of purposes to force 
Kentucky out of the Union, at the point of 
the bayonet — which may have been strongly 
and wickedly engendered in the public mind 
in regard to my own position and that ol the 
"State Guard," 

Now, therefore, I, BERIAII MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the. Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of nil her 
mililary forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, w hether separate 
or united, and especially the "United States' 
and the ''Confederate States," that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tueky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever; until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Legis- 
lative and Executive authorities of thisState 
previously granted. I also hereby especially 
and solemnly forbid all good citizens of ibis 
Commonwealth, w hether incorporated in the 
"Slate Guard" or otherwise, making any 
warlike or hostile demonstrations whatever 
against any of the authorities aforesaid, 
earnestly requesting all citizens, civil and 
military, to be obedient hereto: to be obedi- 
ent to the laws and lawful orders of both 
the civil and military authorities; to remain 
when off military duty quietly and peacea- 
bly at their homes, pursuing their wanted 
lawful avocations; to refrain all words and 
acts likely to engender hot blood and pro- 
voke collision; to pursue such a line of wise 
conduct as will promote peace and tranquili- 
ty, and a sense of. safely ami security, and 
thus keep far away from our beloved land 
and people the deplorable calamities of in- 
vasion ; but at the same lime earnestly coun- 
seling my fellow-citizens of Kentucky to 
make prompt and efficient preparations to 
assume the armor and attitude prescribed by 
the paramount and supreme law of self-de- 
fense — and strictly of self-defense alone : pray- 
ing Almighty God to have us evermore in his 
holy keeping, and to preserve us in peace, 
prosperity . ami security forever.

What is Uitrtinl Law '. 

At the present crisis, the significance of a 
term so much used, and with so little accu- 
rate -enseof its meaning, becomes unusually 
important. 

Bouyier defines martial law as "a code es- 
tablished for the government of the army 
and navy ol the Untied Stales," w hose prin- 
cipal rules are to be found in the articles of 
war, prescribed by act of Congress. But 
Chancellor Kent says this definition applies 
only to military law, while martial law- is 
quite a distinct thins.', and is founded on par- 
amount necessity, and proclaimed by a mili- 
tary chief. 

Martial law is generally and vaguely held 
to be a suspension of all ordinary civil rights 
and process — and as such, approximates 
closely to a military despotism. 

It is an arbitrary law. originating in cmer- 
gjenciea In times ol extreme peril to the 
Slate, either from without or within, the 
public welfare demands extraordinary meas- 
ures. And martial law bsjng proclaimed, 
signifies that the operation Of the ordinary 
legal delays of justice is suspended by the 
mililary power, which has for the time be- 
come supreme.
